Development impact fees 
discussed as funding source

HUMBOLDT - Challenged by infrastructure and ser- 
vices costs, Humboldt County is considering charging 
developers for impacts like increased traffic and need for 
public safety and other services. 

A discussion that’s been had at times 
in the past was had again, at the May 
16 Board of Supervisors meeting. 

It’s been many years since the 
county last considered development 
impact fees, with the idea being too 
controversial and unpopular among 
builders to gain momentum. 

This time it’s brought forward by 
recently-elected Fourth District Su- 
pervisor Natalie Arroyo, who said her 
intent is for the county to do an anal- 
ysis and see how much support there is. 

She noted that Humboldt is the only county in the 
state without impact fees but developers can still be re- 
quired to do costly things when conditions are added to 
their permits.

Council meeting to make major money moves

ARCATA — Anyone interested in 
how Arcata spends its money will see 
city-scale cash flow in action at to- 
night’s City Council meeting. 
First, the council is set to approve 
a Stormwater Drainage Mainte- 
nance Fee report and authorize the 
fee’s continued collection through 
2023-24, bringing in $274,433.28 for 
stormwater drainage maintenance. 
The council will also accept a re- 
port on, and re-authorize the Mea- 
sure A: Open Space Parks, and Trails 
Special Tax approved by voters in 


2020. The flat $39 parcel tax will cre- 
ate $170,718 for parks, trails, forest 
and open spaces. 

The council will award contracts 
for 2023 timber sales from sustain- 
able harvests conducted under the 
city’s Forest Management Plan. This 
year’s revenue from timber sales are 
estimated at $358,047. 

But the biggie is the budget. Ac- 
cording to a staff report, the city’s 
proposed FY 2023-24 budget totals 
$80.5 million. 

The post-COVID budget includes 
a $43.7 million Capital Improvement 
Program (CIP) for city assets and in- 


frastructure, plus $21.8 million from 
the General Fund to fund community 
services and City Council priorities. 
While “cautiously optimistic” 
about rebuilding city capabilities af- 
ter the COVID crunch, the staff report 
states that “the city’s long-term fiscal 
health requires new sustainable reve- 
nue to meet community service prior- 
ities in the future” due to rising costs, 
inflation and workforce competition. 
The staff report says that long- 
term funding for programs and ser- 
vices will require new or enhanced 
revenue streams, including a possible 
rise in the Transaction and Use Tax.

Fire | Staffing woes

square mile area that includes Arca- 
ta, Manila and McKinleyville. 

For the Arcata Fire District, re- 
taining staff was an issue in 2021. 
The report notes that the year start- 
ed with six of the department’s fire- 
fighters leaving “for fire jobs else- 
where” 

That resulted in overtime work 
and associated costs, but “allowed 
the most flexibility to keep two sta- 
tions staffed and provide relief to the 
remaining career staff.” 

By June of 2021, a recruitment ef- 
fort led to the hiring of five firefight- 
ers. 

Countywide firefighting and 
emergency response was summa- 
rized when Dale Unea, president of 
the association, presented the annu- 
al report at the May 23 Board of Su- 
pervisors meeting. 

The report details that even 
during the 2021 mid-point of 
COVID, departments responded to 
over 17,000 incidents. 

Sixty-one percent of fire service 
calls were for medical emergencies. 

Incident responses represent 
more than 38,000 hours of volun- 
teer work and training hours topped 
39,000. With maintenance and 
fundraising efforts, volunteer fire 
department work exceeded 100,000 
hours. 

Board Chair Steve Madrone en- 
couraged residents to support and 
get involved in their community fire 
departments. 

“It is so critical, these fire ser- 
vices,” he said. “People take them 
for granted and we really cannot do 
that.” 

Fire insurance policies are hiking 
in cost and in some areas being can- 
celled and Madrone said “the thing 
that helps control those costs is our 
volunteer fire departments along 
with CalFire and everybody else.” 

Assessment fees for firefighting 
services are “a bargain compared to 
what happens with fire insurance if 
we don’t support that,” he continued. 

He also noted the report’s citing 
“a more robust and ongoing volun- 
teer recruitment and retention strat- 
egy” as a “top need” among county 
departments. 

Although the majority of incident 
responses are by volunteers, fire- 
fighting and emergency response can 
be a career. Kurt McCray, CalFire’s 
Humboldt-Del Norte unit chief, said 
launching vocational education pro- 
grams is in planning stages. 

College of the Redwoods (CR) is 
being “encouraged to obtain accred- 
itation to put on a formal fire acade- 
my,” he continued. 

“That’s a long journey to get there 
but (CR President) Dr. (Keith) Flam- 
er has expressed interest as well as 
his staff and that encouragement 
needs to continue.” 

And McCray reported that the 
week of the meeting, CAL FIRE and 
Cal Poly Humboldt entered a mem- 
orandum of understanding agree- 
ment to “exchange knowledge in for- 
estry and fire sciences.” 

The report highlights the funding 
contributions of the county’s Mea- 
sure Z public safety sales tax but 
says local fire departments are still 
struggling with limited volunteer 
recruitment, inadequate local train- 
ing facilities and opportunities, and 
lack of capital for essentials such as 
equipment, maintenance and ongo- 
ing costs.

unexpected passing of the owner” 
for the closure. The Union was un- 
able to obtain further details be- 
fore press time. 

HPRC was one of Arcata’s pio- 
neering cannabis centers, evolving 
from a medical-based dispensary 
during the early days of cannabis 
licensing to, with the advent of 
legalization, a contemporary and 
full-featured enterprise. 

Owner Mariellen Jurkovitch 
strove to provide value-added can- 
nabis services, with education and 
social services at a now-closed Val- 
ley West facility. 

‘Recently, Jurkovich expressed 
concern about the proliferation of 
cannabis shops in the area of the 
Arcata HPRC location, questioning 
the sustainability of such supply 
saturation.

“These costs are not nonexistent right now, 
we just apply them in a different process,” she 
said. “So developers are not as clear upfront on 
what the additional costs of their development 
will be.” 

Arroyo said she’s talked with “several big de- 
velopers interested in investing in the region” 
and they wanted to “know what the costs associ- 
ated with their development would be upfront.” 

Planning Director John Ford also explained 
development impact fees as a way to address 
impacts upfront instead of doing so as part of 
an environmental review process. 

He gave an example, of the McKay Subdivi- 
sion in the greater Eureka area, which original- 
ly was required to install two traffic lights. That 
was later changed to developing non-vehicular 
access. 

Ford said if a development impact fee pro- 
cess had been in place, a study on the subdivi- 


sion’s impact would have been done, the need 
for improvements would have been analyzed 
and fees would have been charged and paid for 
as part of getting a building permit. 

But during public comment, Dave Watson of 
the Humboldt Builders Exchange said if a fee 
process adds to building costs, “It’s hard to see 
this as a positive.” 

Tina Christensen of the Humboldt Associa- 
tion of Realtors and a longtime participant in 
development-related discussions, told supervi- 
sors development impact fees will add to cost 
burdens that are discouraging housing devel- 
opment. 

“It is probably not the right time for this — 
the cost of building a single family home has 
reached $300 a square foot -- without the 
land,” she said. 

She added that there are multiple require- 
ments adding costs to projects and enacting an- 
other one would be “horrendous to this build- 


ing community.” 

Supervisor Mike Wilson described the hous- 
ing cost issue as being ever-present. 

“T have never heard the development com- 
munity say, “This is a good time to consider 
development fees’,” he said. “It’s always been 
challenging times ... but we are also dealing 
with the challenge of providing services and in- 
frastructure.” 

He added that communities with develop- 
ment impact fees have been able to provide 
enough housing to meet state requirements. 

A majority of supervisors voted to have staff 
do an analysis and return with recommenda- 
tions. 

Supervisor Michelle Bushnell voted against 
it. She had asked about how a fee process would 
work in rural areas, particularly related to 
roads, and was told that development activity is 
so low in those areas that a fee program proba- 
bly wouldn’t be warranted.

sources. “I heard that comment of- 


population of homeless who are 
homeless for the first time,” Kraft 
said. “And we’re seeing that be- 
cause of the rising cost of housing 
and everything.” 

Health issues, loss of jobs and 
limited incomes all contribute to 
the situation. 

“That what it takes to become 
homeless,” said Kraft. 

Area 1 subcontracts with oth- 
er groups for services such as 
home-delivered meals, legal ser- 
vices and caregiver services. 

Kraft said being a source of in- 
formation is an important part of 
Area 1’s work. She gave the exam- 
ple of an 80-year-old woman who 
sought help finding a job. 


When she was asked why she 
needed a job, she said it was be- 
cause she didn’t have enough food. 

“So then I started talking about 
finding her food and not finding 
her a job, because she really need- 
ed more food, she didn’t need to 
work — and she didn’t know about 
the resources,” Kraft related. 

Area 1 also has a “home share” 
program that connects people with 
space in their homes to those seek- 
ing rooms to rent. 

“For many of the people that 
we're matching up with housing, 
their income is so low that they 
could not find anything on the 
open market here,” said Kraft. 

Helping people to continue liv- 
ing in their homes, safety educa- 


tion, “digital divide” classes, a vol- 
unteer driver program and elder 
abuse prevention are among Area 
1’s types of assistance. 

With federal and state fund- 
ing increases since 2020 and 
COVID-19, Area 1’s staffing is rising 
to 26 people. Kraft said 17 of them 
are over 50 and five are over 70. 

“We will never be accused of 
age discrimination in our work- 
force,” she said. 

Helping older residents became 
especially important following the 
recent earthquakes and sometimes 
they have difficulty dealing with 
technology to access assistance. 

Supervisor Michelle Bushnell 
said a lot of the county’s recovery 
effort has been through online 


ten — ‘I don’t know how to do that, 
I don’t have an email’ — so you guys 
were there to help with that and I 
appreciate it,” she continued. 

Area 1’s mission includes identi- 
fying and addressing unmet needs 
and next month a Community As- 
sessment Survey of Older Adults 
will be launched. Anyone 55 or 
older can participate. 

It will be available online but 
anyone who wants to complete 
a paper survey can call 707-442- 
3763 or 1-800-408-4636 to get 
one in the mail.

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Help keep Arcata’s 
trails safe and clean 


Crry or ARCATA 

ARCATA — With nearly 40 miles of trails in Arcata 
there are many opportunities for residents and visitors 
to take a stroll, ride, roll or walk with their pets through 
the city. The Environmental Services Department would 
like to share some tips to help keep Arcata’s trails safe 
and clean for all to enjoy. 

Pet owners and equestrians 

* Keep dogs leashed. Leashes protect dogs from be- 
coming lost and from disturbing people, other dogs, sen- 
sitive habitat and wildlife. Keeping dogs leashed is not 
just a good practice, it is also city law. 

Dogs must always be kept on a sturdy leash under 6 
feet long on Arcata’s trails. 

¢ The simple act of picking up pet waste and dispos- 
ing of it properly helps keep everyone healthy by keeping 
harmful bacteria, parasites and plastic waste out of lo- 
cal waterways. Plus, city law states that pet owners must 
pick up their pet’s waste in a closed or sealed contain- 
er and properly dispose of it in a trash can. The city has 
Dogi-Pot pet waste stations on many trails and at most 
parks and playgrounds, which come equipped with dis- 
posable mini pet waste bags. Pet owners are encouraged 
to use the Dogi-Pot stations when needed. 

¢ Do not train horses on high-traffic or shared-use 
trails, please familiarize horses with expected trail en- 
counters before heading out on busy trails. Always greet 
other trail users early; hikers and bikers must yield to 
horses, but some inexperienced trail-users could be in- 
timidated by horses or do not know what to do when they 
are approached. 

Mountain bikers, bicyclists and skaters 

¢ When mountain biking, skating or rolling on City 
trails, trail users must always be prepared to stop to al- 
low hikers, horses or uphill traffic to go first on the trail. 
Always ride or roll at a controlled pace to be able to slow 
down for others and anticipate other trail users around 
blind corners. 

¢ E-bikes with electric motor assist up to 20 mph (class 
I and II e-bikes) are welcome on city trails designated for 
bicycles and must follow the same trail etiquette as other 
bicycles. 

* Unauthorized motorized vehicles are not allowed in 
the city’s forests. This includes gas powered machines 
(dirt bikes) and class III electric bikes. 

Hikers and all trail users 

* Trail users must stay on designated trails and users 
should know what to do on the trail when other hikers, 
bikers, skaters, horses and wildlife approach. When en- 
joying the trails with a group, hike single file and be sure 
not to take up more than half of the trail so others can 
pass safely. Trails users are also encouraged to stay off 
wet trails as often as possible. 

¢ When visiting Arcata’s trails and parks, always pack 
out trash and dispose of it in a trash can. 

» Arcata’s public parks, including the Community For- 
est and the Arcata Marsh and Wildlife Sanctuary, are 
closed between sunset and sunrise.

Time to get busy birding, but first take Louise’s learned advice 


here to start? Go outside, any- 
where, to the backyard, walk 
your neighborhood, go to a park 


or out to the beach. Birds are everywhere! 
Now, open your eyes! You are bound 


to see birds if you just look. Look on util- 


ity poles, in trees or bushes, in 
lawns, on roadsides, or at a bird 
feeder. 

Watch what birds are doing. 
Are they flying, singing, flutter- 
ing in a puddle, preening or peck- 
ing in a lawn? What do they look 
like? Are they small, medium or 
large? What color are they? 

See how simple that was? 
Hey, you are now birdwatching! 

Simple observations can lead 
to much more. With curiosi- 
ty, questions begin filling your 
mind. What was that bird doing? Why? 
Which bird is singing so beautifully? 

Now may be the time for a field guide. 
Or, for the techie, hooking up with an app. 

Personally, I carry a field guide (book) 
because I LIKE to! Apps are numerous 
though I am not familiar with them. Try 
e-bird or Merlin. I understand they are 
quite helpful. The Cornell Lab of Ornithol- 
ogy (New York) is involved with comput- 
erized identification systems. 

Recently, this column covered a pleth- 
ora of guides. Do your research to choose 
the best identification tool for you! 

Next, you may wish to obtain some op-

tics for better viewing. This would include 
binoculars and/or spotting scopes. This 
will be covered in an up-coming column. 
Dress appropriately. Remember, wear 
layers. If prepared, you can bird in the 


rain. Boots, hats, rain coats and rain pants 


can make even a rainy day a good 
birding day. Birder’s vests are 
available to hold guides, check- 
lists, a phone, a map, note pad, 
pencils and energy bars. 

Lastly, and I do not know 
where I obtained this tidbit, but it 
is not a good idea to wear white. 
I believe it is because white on a 
bird’s tail feathers is used to relay 
danger to other birds. 

With sensible clothing, a field 
guide and optics, you are ready to 
go. You can hit the road locally by 
joining local leaders to the area’s hotspots. 
Locally, check out Godwit Days. This year- 
ly festival, in April, offers products, lec- 
tures and many guided walks. You may 
also plan birding outings farther afield. 

Heading inland? Prepare for the sum- 
mer’s heat. Pack lots of water and sun- 
screen. Going into the forests? Insect re- 
pellent is a must. If alone or with a small 
group, always tell someone where you will 
be. Cell phones can be life savers unless 
you are too remote. 

Going in a group is more fun. Extra 
pairs of eyes can be beneficial in finding 
more birds. Having a leader is always a 
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good idea. Hiring a bird guide is mon- 
ey well spent when birding in unfamiliar 
areas. They know the lay of the land and 
where the birds are. They know the best 
and safest spots to frequent. And, they 
usually drive! 

I have birded Arizona and the Rio 
Grande area and have used paid guides 
or find free led tours. I added many new 
birds to my life list than if I had ventured 
out alone. 

Another purchase, for “winging” it, is a 
bird finding guide. It is filled with maps, 
where to find certain birds and what to 
expect, including cautions about wild ani- 
mals, snakes, poison ivy or a mean bull in 
a particular pasture. Also listed are picnic 
areas or other eateries plus rest areas. I 
recall a rest stop that almost guaranteed 
a particular bird species! (Oh, got the bird 
for my life list!) 


Other extra items to have would include 
extra dry socks, first aid kit, emergency 
contacts, a cell phone, some food and ex- 
tra water. 

Lastly, Iam including a “Code of Ethics 
for Birding.” 

1. Respect all “no Trespassing” and “Pri- 
vate Property” signs. Watch for protected 
wildlife areas, especially during breeding 
season. Even without signs, never enter 
an area if you suspect it may be privately 
owned. 

2. Keep your distance so you do not dis- 
turb birds. If on a path, please stay on the 
path. On the beach, do not intentionally 
frighten feeding birds. Never allow your 
dog to chase them. 

3. Heed “No Dogs Allowed” signs. 
Where dogs are allowed, keep them 
leashed. Be sure to scoop the poop. The 
best rule is to keep your dog home. Dogs 
really do not like to go birding! 

4. Never overuse “pishing” or audio 
bird songs to “call in birds.” 

5. Leave only footprints. Haul out any 
litter, even a small gum wrapper. 

6. Set a good example by observing 
rules. Please, no running or yelling. No 
rock throwing to flush a hidden bird. 

7. Never collect flowers, plants or ani- 
mals. 

Birding is fun, educational, good for 
your health and mental well-being. Go out 
today and enjoy looking at birds! You'll be 
glad you did.

Niekrasz and Hollander often paint 
together, "en plein-aire " at various Hum- 
boldt County locations and also with the 
Sunday Paintout Group.

The dominance of this crew 
continued as they went the en- 
tire year without falling to a Di- 


vision II opponent, and nothing

Although the ‘Jacks started less 
than one second behind UCO 
at the first 500m mark, they in- 
creased their stroke rate and 
completely took over the race. 


Humboldt cruised to victory 


in the Eights Grand Final, finish- 
ing with a time of 7:15.143.

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Mad River Brewing creates Shuck It beer for Oyster Fest

ARCATA PLAZA —- The 33rd annual 
Arcata Bay Oyster Festival returns to its 
roots and partners with Mad River Brew- 
ing to present Arcata’s largest summertime 
event. The festival, returning to the iconic 
Arcata Plaza this year, will feature every- 
one’s favorite components from years past, 
while adding a fresh new local brew to pair 
with the briny half-shell delicacies around 
which the festival revolves. Attendees can 
clink their cups to the absence of entry 
fees at the community-centered event once 
again this summer. 

“We're thrilled to partner with Mad 
River Brewery this year to deliver the best 
of previous years along with something re- 
freshing and new,” said Gil Miracle, Event 
Coordinator of Arcata Main Street. “Build- 
ing the event back up to a smooth-running 
operation requires a back-to-basics ap- 
proach, which includes heavy-lifting part- 
nerships, and Mad River Brewery is able to 
work with us to offer a lineup of great beers 
including the launch of a new beer that 
pairs perfectly with oysters.” 

The beer, playfully named “Shuck It” for 


the event, is an Indigenous Ale, a new beer 
style spearheaded by the Mad River Brew- 
ing Company. Shuck It will be showcased 
at the festival as well as on tap at Arcata 
restaurants and bars before the event — 
but that isn’t all. Craft beer lovers can look 
forward to learning more of the story and 
finding the beer, made using regeneratively 
grown corn, on store shelves not long after 
the release. 

Corn in the beer is sourced from the 
Ioway Tribe of Kansas and Nebraska, with 
whom the brewery is partnering to uplift 
tribal commerce from Northern California 
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to the Midwest. The unique partnership 
was announced in 2022. 

“The recipe and vision for this beer is 
something that we have been working on 
for a long time. Despite economic setbacks 
due to the pandemic, it has been a key goal 
to support efforts to strengthen intertribal 
commerce and advance regenerative agri- 
culture by creating wholly tribal farm-to- 
table products, and this is the first step,” 
emphasized Linda Cooley, CEO of Mad 
River Brewery. “We have always been lo- 
cally minded, and we want to share the first 
fruits and the first taste with our communi- 


ty. The Oyster Festival is the perfect oppor- 
tunity for doing just that.” 

The Indigenous backstory of the new 
brew is right in line with the Mad River 
Brewery’s most recent releases, which are 
tied to bigger initiatives. In 2021 the brew- 
ery launched the Undammed Hard Selt- 
zers, a tribute to the decades-long fight to 
undam the Klamath River. The same year 
MRB released the Historic State Park IPA, 
the first in a California State Park Series, 
which celebrates a first-of-its-kind partner- 
ship and the Yurok Tribe’s work telling the 
accurate history of their ancestral land now 
designated as a state park. 

Providing craft beer drinkers with a one- 
of-a-kind experience while raising aware- 
ness and promoting environmental resto- 
ration, the brewery’s products and story 
work hand in hand to benefit the commu- 
nity. 

“From the moment we sat down with 
Mad River Brewery it was evident that 
we shared a community-based vision,” 
said Miracle. “Our values align, and we’re 
whole-heartedly committed to offering the 
best at the festival this year.”

The oyster industry and methodology 


SHELTERED FROMOCEAN 
WAVES AND STORMS 
by the North and South 
spits, Humboldt Bay’s 
excellent water quality 
and healthy estuarine 
environment have created 
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an extraordinary hot spot 
for shellfish mariculture, 
particularly oysters. 


Commercial oyster 
production has a _ long 
history in Humboldt Bay, 
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dating back to the 1850s, 
but really became 
established as 
an industry 
after World 
War II. 
Today, the 
industry 
includes growing seed and 
adult oysters and focuses 
on environmentally 
friendly production using 
rack and bag, long line 
culture and suspended 
culture. These techniques 
also produce an extremely 
fit oyster with a delicate 
flavor. 


Oysters grown using 
these methods _ take 
approximately 2 years to 
reach harvestable size. 


Approximately 70% 
of California’s oysters 
are sustainably grown 


in Humboldt Bay, which 
is considered the oyster 
capital of California. 


Oyster farming 
in Humboldt Bay is 
estimated to generate 
$9.6 million for the 
Humboldt County 


economy annually.
